Signs of development of the West Andover industrial land 
continues to be encouraging this week, as contractors con- 
tinue site work and the Hewlett-Packard Co., anticipates 
bids on the proposed plant. 


Bids on building construction are due in to Hewlett- 
Packard officials by May 29, according to Robert Danahy, 
who is in charge of this phase of the project for the medical 
electronics firm. 


The town of Andover has also called for bids for the con- 
struction of the trunk sewer line. Bids on this project are be- 
ing advertised this week and will be opened on June 6. 

While figures as to what the proposed initial building for 
H-P will be, due to the bidding process now underway, it is 
expected to be under $10 million. 

As indicated in a TOWNSMAN report of a week ago, the 
first building will be two stories and contain 160,000 feet of 
internal office and manufacturing space. It will be post- 
stressed poured concrete. 

Hewlett-Packard officials held a bid review meeting 
Tuesday with prospective contractors. 

It is anticipated that construction could get underway as 
early as mid-June of this year. 

Contrary. to reports in other publications completion date 
for the project is not this fall, but in August or early 


a 


September of 1976. 

Equipment has been at the West Andover site this week 
completing site preparations for the project. The land is be- 
ing prepared for the foundation pad for the building, as well 
as the parking lots and proper drainage runoff work. 

Bids on the sewer line construction will be a key to the 
construction of the project. 

Andover officials have insisted that an actual building 
permit be obtained prior to any contracts being issued for 
the trunk line connection to the Lawrence sewer systeni 
from West Andover. 

It is believed that rising construction costs over the past 
two years have altered the original estimate of $2.5 million 
for the project as approved at the 1973 town meeting. 

Estimates indicate that the sewer line construction could 
be as much as $350,000 more than present funds available. 

To be considered, however, is the possibility of Lawrence 
entering the same trunk line. The city has been ordered by 
the Environmental Protection Agency to cease disposal of 
backwash water from its filtration plant into the Merrimack 
river. 

Easiest solution to the problem is to pipe the water across 


- the Merrimack to the new West Andover trunk. This will 


necessitate a larger pipe size which will be negotiated by 
Andover and Lawrence officials.

Carthusian monks are hermits 
that normally spend their lives 
cloistered in a monastary, leav- 
ing the monastary’s walls only at 
their death.

Founded over 800 years ago, 
the Carthusian Order consists of 
ordained priests, brothers and 
nuns who spend their lives in 
work and prayer at the 
monastary. 

The monks spend their entire 
lives alone, except for one meal 
every Sunday in common with 
other monks, and periodic hikes 
through the countryside with 
other monks. 

All the hermits come together 
to the chapel three times a day, 
at midnight, in the morning for 
Mass, and in the evening for 
vespers.

In the past, the rubbish and food waste was picked up 
separately. An extensive change should have been 
voted upon. Don’t the people of this town have any 
say as to what is happening in their town? 


4. Where is this combined rubbish and food waste being 
dumped? 


is it being dumped illegally in the Town of Tewksbury or 
the Town of Billerica? 


5. Recent NSWMA survey has shown that when special food 
waste collection are stopped, 80% of householders put in 
disposals, creating a need for larger sewer lines and 
treatment plants, because soaps in sewer lines don’t 
allow bacteria to degrade waste. With the high cost of 
construction, is it smart money, to do away with this 
service? 


6. Why should the townspeople be slaves to plastic bags?

It say: the committee has in- 
structed the administration to 
continue emphasizing the basic 
skills of writing, spelling, math 
computation, reading, and stu- 
dent behavior. 


Teacher direction will be in- 
creased ‘‘where indicated,”’ 
and homework ‘‘will continue to 
be an essential part of the 
educational plan. . .”’ 

It continues: 

“We are also planning to 
further clarify the alternative 
learning environments being 
offered in our elementary 
schools so that parents are 
better informed as to the op- 
tions available for their 
children.” 

The committee also will be 
concerning itself with long 
range planning in the fiscal, 
school population and program- 
matic areas. 


First in this line will be a 
study of the secondary school 
bulge, including the possibility 
of restructuring grade patterns 
within existing facilities, or 
purchase of Sacred Heart 
School as a temporary facility. 

A program and personnel 
evaluation policy, to be applied 
uniformly throughout the 
system, will also be formulated 
and implemented next year. 

The letter also indicates the 
committee’s plan to improve 
the K-12 coordination 
throughout the system, to 
review the effectiveness of the 
IMS, AIRS, SCIS and linguistics 
programs now in the elemen-

tary schools, and to extend ef- 
forts to implement Chapter 766, 
the special needs law. 

In order to meet the goal of 
maintaining the school portion 
of the tax rate at $31 per thou- 
sand, the letter says they will 
exercise restraint in funding 
new programs, by studying 
possible tradeoffs within the 
system. 

It closes with an invitation to 
citizen participation in school 
affairs. 

‘‘Working together,’’ it says,

- leads off with a student’s right 
to receive ‘‘appropriate in- 
struction and assignments,”’ 


student population, and that are 
in accordance with health and 
safety standards.”’ 

All rules and regulations are 
to be common knowledge, ac- 
cording to the list, with the ad- 
ministration not adopting any 
new rules or regulations in 
which students express con- 
cern, without first taking into 
consideration ‘‘fully and 
fairly,’’ student views. 

The student, on the other 
hand, has the responsibility of 
active involvement in im- 
plementing a code of ap- 
propriate behavior upon the 
part of all members of the stu- 
dent body. 

Also listed is the right not to 
be suspended, expelled, or 
otherwise disciplined on ac- 
count of marriage, pregnancy 
or parenthood, and the right ‘‘to 
attend school activities without 
fear of physical harm or ex- 


curricular activities, right to 
“participate in the formulation 
of his learning goals’’ (by ob- 
taining advice from the 
guidance department on per- 
sonal and academic problems 
and suggesting course 
offerings); and right to receive 
prompt assessment of his 
progress on his request, and 
receive extra help where 
necessary. - 

They also reserve the right 
not to be penalized for activities 
outside of school functions, 
school hours, and off school 
property, unless the involved 
students’ presence in school 
constitutes a serious threat. 
That would be determined by 
the school committee.

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Editorial Comment 


Some Signs Are 
Encouraging 


Hardly anyone we know needs to be reminded about 
the state of the economy. 

Anyone who once bought a five cent candy bar and 
now purchases the same variety at 15 cents and finds it 
packaged in 42 per cent air, needs little convincing. 

Thus, when some encouraging signs are noticed, it is 
worth taking the time to mention same. 

In Andover this past week, encouragement as to im- 
proved economic conditions can be found in the listing 
of the building permits issued during the month of April. 

During that period over $500,000 in new dwelling 
construction was authorized by the building inspector. 

The monthly total is greater than that of a year ago 
when economic conditions were on the decline. 

Andover has been able to maintain a rather im- 
pressive new construction rate despite the difficult 
times, but the April spurt gives every indication that 
the town continues to maintain a popular address. 

Another good sign was the information gained from 


dication that the town may be able to retain its $53 tax 
rate for another year. 

Estimates made by town administrators prior to town 
meeting indicated an increase of at least $1 in the tax 
rate for the next fiscal year. 

The figure was based on best estimates of town costs 
for state and county government, as well as reim- 
bursements from the Commonwealth. 

It was also gained from many hours spent by the town 
manager, school superintendent, selectmen, school 
committee and finance committee, agonizing over 
municipal costs for the coming fiscal year. 

The end result of a bare bones budget and state reim- 
bursements has resulted in the town’s taxpayers deriv- 
ing some beneficial news for a change. 

In the eyes of the eternal optimist, which is a com- 
mendable outlook in current times, such news must be 
greeted with applause. 


Good Start 


New Andover Finance Committee Chairman Charles 
Wesson would appear to be off to an excellent start in 
his term as head of the town’s financial review unit. 


He intends to open lines of communication between 
his group and town boards, particularly, we assume, 


with the selectmen. 


In the past few years last minute decisions by the 
membership of both boards has led to disagreement on 
town meeting floor, thus leading to some confusion 
among the voters. 

Wesson feels that initiating some lines of communica- 


tion can avoid some of the problems of the past. 
For our observation point, we feel the effort to be 


quite worthwhile. 


While the FinCom more or less must play the role of 
being a stickler for detail, even staunchly opposed to 
some financial considerations, they have a necessary 
function in municipal government. 

Through improved communication as proposed by the 
new chairman, quite possibly in the year ahead there 
will be complete understanding among municipal of- 
ficials on financial matters, with the townspeople the 


benefactors.

years and that no compensation 
had been made to the trustees 
during that period. 

French said there were 
ecological problems resulting 
from servicing the tower and 
shack in winter time, but felt 
such could be worked out 
between the trustees and state 
police. 

French indicated that Mr. 
Kimball was prepared to sit 
down with the state police and 
discuss the matter and further 
indicated the trustees would 
want some moderate compen- 
sation. 

Mrs. Janet Lake said she was

Mrs. Lake pointed out that in 
a community the size of An- 
dover it is difficult for the 
police to adequately cover all 
areas of the town. 

There are, however, steps 
which can be taken to reduce 
the number of house breaks and 
assist the law enforcement 
agencies in their work. 

Through the Operation Iden- 
tification program, it is hoped 
that would-be thieves would be 
discouraged from attempting 
breaks in Andover homes. 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll, 
present at Monday’s meeting of 
the selectmen supports the 
program and his department 
has the machine available for 
loan free at the station.

His department, working 

with public works officials are 
currently putting together a 
map of the town showing where 
problems exist in an effort to 
get a visual indication of the 


number of ‘‘dumps’’ the town is ; 


dealing with. 

The health director said his 
department is spending a lot of 
time checking out complaints 
and property owners are being 
forced to spend their own 
money to remedy the situation. 

Vacant lots have owners and 
ultimately these owners are 
compelled to pay to have the 
dump nuisance removed, 
McDowell said. 

The only area which now 
accept such items are discard- 
ed appliances, tires, building 


. materials, are sanitary landfill 


operations in Amesbury, 
Billerica and Middleton. 

Proper disposal of such items 
in Andover now is through pay- 
ment to a contractor to haul the 
material away, or if taken to 
the three areas mentioned, pay- 
ment at the gate to dispose of 
the items. 

Where complaints are receiv- 
ed and investigated, McDowell 
said, he attempts to talk with 
persons found to be in violation 
of town bylaws. ‘Sometimes 
we are successful. In other 
cases, court action will have to 
be taken,”’ he said. 

In one area of town, a large 
quantity of discarded tires was 
found. 

In another section old kitchen 
appliances such as stove and 
refrigerator, were found 
dumped in a wooded area, but 
visible from the street. 

McDowell said a police 
photographer records the 
materials when investigations 
are underway, the pictures held 
for documentary evidence in 
court cases. 

Further problems for those 
found in violation can result 
from deposit trash on private 
property if it happens to be in 
conservation property, or in 
areas covered by the Wetlands 
Act. Such violation then 
becomes not only an offense 
against town bylaws, but 
against state regulations as
